LANDS END, England (AP) 


— Calm seas today increased 
the chances of hauling a leaking 
American supertanker from an 
offshore reef, and thousands of 
tons of Us crude oil cargo float* 
ed away from British beaches 
and out into the open sea. 


As salvage 
crews renewed 


their efforts following an Attan* 
tie storm, coast guardmen said 
the prospects of refloating the 
123,0004on Torrey Canyon were 
still slim. A major worry was 
that the- tanker, even if freed 
from the rocks, might break up 
and pour all its 120,000 tons of 
oil into the sea, 


The Torrey Canyon is nearly 


1,000 feet long, bigger than 
many ocean liners, and is be- 
lieved the largest ship ever 
wrecked in British water in 
peacetime. It is owned by the 
L i b e r i a n-based 
Barracuda 


Tanker Corp., a subsidiary of 


the Union OH Co, of California, 


About a quarter of its cargo 


has already seeped through a 
hole in the tanker's hull and has 
formed an oil slick 18 miles 
long, The slick covers 70 square 
miles of water and is more than 
a foot deep in parts, 


Miles of beaches in Cornwall 


and the Scllly Isles, as well as 
seaside resorts in Ireland and 
France had been endangered, 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
ordered a major navy operation 
to protect the beaches, Three 
ships sprayed the oil slick with 
thousands of tons of detergent, 
and naval officers said the oil 
appeared to be dispersing in 
some areas. 


Winds pushed the oil south- 


ward Sunday night, clear of the 
British 
coast weathermen as 


in London said it would be 
wong to assume that the men- 
ace had passed. 


The tanker grounded Satur- 


day on Seven Stones Reef, west 
of Lands End, England's south- 
west tip. Two attempts to re- 
float it failed Sunday.

Post Office Department is run- 
ning separate races against ca- 
tastrophe and mail swindlers — 
and could lose both contests, 
say top postal officials. 


"At present your Post Office 


Department is in a race with 
catastrophe. And it is a race 
that we could well lose, though 
it is certainly in our power not 
to lose it," Postmaster General 
Lawrence F. O'Brien told the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee in testimony released Sun- 
day night. 


He 
said 
the 
department's 


physical facilities, especially in 
big cities, are "inadequate, bad- 


ly located and aging." He said 
mail is burgeoning at record 
rates, and warned that the Chi- 
cago 
logjam 
of last October 


could happen in any other big 
city. 


He was backing an adminis- 


tration request for $6.6 billion to 
operate 
the department next 


fiscal year, up $400 million from 
this year. A request for an in- 
crease In rates is also being 
prepared. 


Chief Postal Inspector Henry

mittee that mail swindlers are 
now grossing about $100 million 
a year — and their schemes are 
becoming technically easier to 
perpetrate.

the forcing two bid with the 
negative two no-trump re- 
sponse. 


While Ely did not invent 


this bid*KactuftHyt"it-was in- 
vented by Oswald Jacoby and 
Waldemar von Zedtwitz with 
a lot 
of help from Ted 


Lightner), he did make it an 
integral part of the Culbert- 
son system and the bid is still 
used by practically all the 
bridge-playing public. 


There is one small group 


which does not use it. That 
group is composed of the top 
players. These top players use 
two clubs as their strongest 
forcing bid and play 
the 


others either as specialized 
strong bids or weak bids. 


The two club bid has three 


distinct advantages over regu- 
lar two bids. It eliminates the 
negative two no-trump re- 
sponse so that the weak hand 
does not become the no-trump 
declarer. It releases the other 
two bids for other purposes 
and on many occasions it 


keeps the bidding lower. 


Today's hand illustrates this 


third advantage. 
South is 


able to bid his hearts three 
times without going past four 
hearts. He has a sound posi- 
tive response but is afraid of 
a misfit. 


After South's third bid of 


hearts, North realizes that his 
ace is sufficient heart support 
and goes into Blackwood. Of 
course, South shows no aces 
but North's five no-trump not 
only asks for kings but also 
guarantees 
the 
four 
aces. 


South's bid of seven hearts is 
based on this knowledge plus 
the fact that he is sure that 
his king of clubs will be A 
very valuable card. 


If North had opened with 


two spades the partnership 
might still reach the grand 
slam. However, they would 
lose one early round of bid- 
ding because South would be 
r e s p o n d i n g at the three 
level.
